First English Edition, only one other copy known (in the Bodleian, S.T.C. 
14652). A most important medical text. ‘‘ The famous Thesaurus Pauperum, 
attributed to Petrus Hispanus, who later became Pope under the name of John 
XXI, dates from the thirteenth century. Peter (c. 1210, Portugal 1276, Viterbo), 
the only physician to have reached the papal chair . . . though a believer 
in astrology made a sincere attempt to avoid superstition and the use of such 
remedies as the powders of sympathy. Appointed archiater to Gregory X, he 
rapidly advanced until he followed Adrian V as Pope in 1276. Taking the name 
of John XXI, he died within eight months beneath the fallen ceiling of his palace 
at Viterbo. Though thought by some, on account of his great knowledge, to 
have sold himself to the devil—hence his tragic death—he is mentioned by 
Dante as the only contemporary Pope whom he meets in Paradise (Paradiso, 
Canto XII, 135). (Castiglioni, Hist. of Medicine, p. 350).

There can be no doubt of the great rarity of this book. The S.T.C. quotes 
three other editions, one undated and two dated 1558 and 1585. Of all the four 
editions together there are only 8 copies recorded, nearly all in Public Libraries 
in England.

The translator is Jean Martin who edited also the first French 
Vitruvius and the French edition of the Polifilo which was also printed by Kerver. The 
book is most beautifully printed and illustrated with very fine woodcuts. The title page 
is designed by Jean Cousin as are a number of woodcuts in the text.
